IVir*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  197 "I?  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  circular  l/72. 

Infectious  Diseases^ 

The  number  of  infectious  disease  notifications  d\iring  the  year  was  1359 
compared  with  210  in  1970?  the  decrease  being  entirely  attributed  to  measles. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  cirude  birth  rate  rose  from  14*72  per  thousand  population  in  1970  to 
15*28  in  1971*  Corrected  for  comparability,  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with 
the  country  as  a  whole,  the  figure  is  18.18,  which  is  well  above  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales,  which  remained  at  I6.OO. 

The  crude  death  rate  per  thousand  population  fell  during*  the  year  from 
12.13  to  11.249  is  lowest  ever  recorded.  The  corrected  death  rate 
of  8.09  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.60. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination. 

One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-three  certificates  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  cholera,  and  requiring  the  signature  of  the  doctor 
authenticated,  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  -  Section  47* 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951* 

This  Section  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes  of 
elderly,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  persons,  who  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  attention.  Such  persons  are  often  living  on  their  own  under 
poor  and  insanitary  conditions  and,  unfortunately,  it  became  necessary  to  take 
formal  action  in  one  case  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 

Staff. 


This  year  produced  changes  in  the  Department.  The  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  A.  J.  Williams,  retired  after  32  years  service  and  his  deputy 
Mr.  R.  A.  Williams  was  promoted.  One  of  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  Mr.  R.  Chamick,  was  promoted  to  Deputy.  The  vacancy  created  was 
not  filled  as  Building  Inspections  and  associated  Town  Planning  duties  were 
transfeirred  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department. 
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In  1958  when  Building  Inspection  was  first  transferred  to  the  department, 
control  had  to  be  exercised  mainly  over  individual  or  pairs  of  houses  and 
extensions.  The  character  of  private  building  in  the  area  soon  changed  and 
was  to  reach  its  peak  in  the  mid  1960*s  when  estates  of  many  hundreds  of  houses 
were  erected.  The  department  absorbed  the  considerable  additional  work  load 
with  the  appointment  of  one  extra  inspector  and  also  coped  with  the  involved 
period  when  both  Building  Byelaws  and  the  new  national  Building  Regulations  had 
to  be  enforced  at  the  same  time.  The  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  building  control  can  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  a  total 
of  82,892  inspections  were  made. 

The  amount  of  new  legislation  concerned  with  all  aspects  of  public  health 
continues  to  increase,  and  I  am  pleased  that  full  attention  can  now  be  given 
to  its  enforcement. 

I  think  that  the  staff  of  the  department  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
in  particular  should  be  commended  for  their  building  inspection  efforts  on  the 
Council  *s  behalf.  Building  inspection  in  connection  with  improvement  grants 
and  other  Housing  Act  renovation  work  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

Public  Health  Nuisance. 


This  year  was  particularly  favourable  for  the  prolifei^tion  of  insect 
pests.  One  village  in  the  district  suffered  a  persistent  invasion,  from  early 
May  until  late  October,  of  large  numbers  of  lesser  house  fly  (Pannia  canicularis) 
This  fly  has  adapted  itself  to  breeding  very  prolifically  in  the  large 
accumulations  of  chicken  faeces  which  are  to  be  found  in  certain  types  of  intensi 
poultry  \mits.  Once  breeding  starts  during  an  early  warm  spell  control  methods 
are  ineffective  and  nearby  dwellings  are  plagued  with  the  flies.  Unless  poultiy 
farmers  take  suitable  precautions  before  their  poultry  houses  are  restocked 
breeding  continues  unabated  until  the  onset  of  cooler  weather. 

It  seems  wrong  to  me  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  should  give  their 
blessing  to  the  erection  of  poultry  houses  and  to  a  method  of  animal  husbandry 
which  can  cause  prolonged  nuisance  of  this  type.  Poultry  houses  can  and  should, 
be  designed  which  will  prevent  fly  breeding  in  such  numbers. 

Pop  Festivals. 

The  first  ^Top  Festival**  was  held  in  the  district  in  July  at  a  farm  adjoinii; 
the  Ashdown  Forest  and  about  2,500  people  attended,  with  a  few  hundreds  camping 
overnight. 

The  first  intimation  of  the  festival  was  a  telephone  message  a  few  weeks 
before  the  date  of  the  event  stating  that  a  few  students  had  decided  to  arrange  i 
a  festival  to  raise  money  for  charity,  and  requesting  our  advice  regarding  hygieA 
standards.  A  meeting  was  arranged  between  the  ** organisers**,  the  Police,  the 
Ashdown  Forest  Conservators,  Fire  Brigade,  Water  Company  and  ourselves  and  the 
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standards  required  were  stipulated.  On  the  weekend  of  the  event  however  very 
few  of  the  recommended  standards  were  complied  with  in  full  and  conditions  might 
have  deteriorated  rapidly  but  for  the  onset  of  rain  and  the  lack  of  public 
transport  access  to  the  site,  which  restricted  attendance. 

It  is  obvious  however,  that  the  law  as  it  stands  cannot  cope  with  events  of 
this  type  particularly  when  organised  by  very  inexperienced  and  often  rather 
indolent  people.  If  these  affairs  have  to  become  part  of  the  "entertainment 
scene"  of  this  country  then  it  is  my  opinion  that  proper  planned  sites  are  a 
necessity,  run  by  responsible  persons  with  adequate  facilities  of  all  types 
which  can  be  effectively  controlled  by  the  police  and  other  services. 

Clean  Air  Acts  1936-68. 

One  application  was  received  for  the  approval  of  a  chimney  height  to  serve 
a  proposed  larger  oil  fired  boiler.  This  application  was  rejected.  An  amended 
application  increasing  the  chimney  height  was  eventually  approved. 

Food  Complaints. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  from  the  public  about  the  condition  of  food 
continues  to  increase  from  year  to  year.  In  197 less  than  nineteen  complaints 
were  received  by  the  Department  concerning  the  presence  of  foreign  objects  (e.g. 
cellophane  in  bread|  pebble  in  canned  prunes^  fruit  fly  in  apple  piei  leaf  in  a 
bottle  of  milk|  animal  hair  in  stewed  steaks  fly  in  fish  finger^  silicon  sleeving 
in  a  packet  of  crisps |  cateip)illar  in  a  jar  of  mixed  pickle)  or  the  sale  of  food 
in  an  unsatisfactory  condition  (e.g.  *  explosive*  bottles  of  sauce  tartare^ 
mouldy  breads  stale  cakes 5  acid  tasting  soup 5  * gritty*  cheese  spread).  Each 
complaint  is  fully  investigated  and  in  many  cases  a  visit  is  made  by  the  Chief 
Chemist  of  the  manufacturers  concerned.  In  some  cases  the  manufacturers  have 
difficulty  in  maintaining  a  consistently  high  standard  for  raw  materials  from 
their  overseas  suppliers  and  very  often  their  only  safeguard  is  a  visual  examination 
of  the  goods  supplied. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 
in  respect  of  two  complaints  (I)  the  presence  of  a  baby  mouse  in  a  catering  size 
pack  of  powdered  soup  for  which  a  fine  of  £50  with  costs  of  £17*50  was  imposed, 
and  (2)  the  presence  of  the  tail  of  a  mouse  in  a  loaf  of  bread  for  which  a  fine 
of  £20  with  costs  of  £1‘5*50  was  imposed. 

Untreated  Mlk  -  Biucellosis. ' 


During  the  year  77  samples  of  raw  milk  being  retailed  in  the  district  from 
15  different  sources  were  submitted  for  biological  examination  to  check  for  the 
presence  of  Brucella  abortus  and  Tubercle  bacilli.  All  samples  were  found  to 
be  free  from  infection. 


Cream. 


In  addition  to  untreated  milk  some  54  samples  of  raw  cream  were  submitted 
for  biological  examination.  One  sample  of  cream  was  found  to  be  positive  to 
Brucella  abortus  type  II.  A  notice  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 

Regulations  1959  was  served  on  the  producers  prohibiting  the  sale  of  raw  cream 
from  the  herd.  A  disturbing  feature  of  this  case  was  that  the  famer  concerned 
had  experienced  trouble  with  Brucella  in  his  herd  since  I966  and  in  spite  of 
this  still  sold  raw  cream.  In  addition  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  9  Fisheries 
and  Food  Veterinary  Officers,  although  aware  of  the  situation,  were  prevented 
from  informing  the  Department.  The  Ministry  have  to  treat  all  such  cases  in 
confidence.  A  letter  deprecating  this  state  of  affairs  was  sent  to  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  and  no  reply  has  yet  been  received. 

Of  the  54  samples  of  cream  34  produced  unsatisfactory  methylene  blue  tests 
and  20  were  satisfactoiy.  These  results  showed  a  small  improvement  over  those 
for  1970. 

Food  Hygiene. 

Progress  continues  in  our  efforts  to  ensure  that  the  occupiers  of  food 
businesses  are  aware  of  their  responsibilities  under  relevant  legislation. 

Their  attention  was  drawn  to  some  thirty-foiir  contraventions  of  the  Regulations 
existing  at  various  food  premises  in  the  district.  It  was  not  found  necessary 
to  take  any  legal  proceedings  during  the  year. 


Housing. 


During  the  year  ten  housing  units  were  built  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  one 
hundred  and  ninety-six  were  completed  by  private  enterprise,  and  nine  properties 
were  made  available  by  conversion.

Medical  practitioners  send  specimens  direct  to  the  Laboratory  and 
receive  a  report  by  telephone,  a  written  copy  of  the  report  being  sent 
to  this  office.

Valley,  Brighton,  by  5 •"•5  p.m.  from  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  by  12.30  p.m. 
on  Saturdays,  or  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  6  p.m.  from  Mondays 
to  Fridays  and  by  1  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Urgent  examinations  may  be  cai*ried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director,  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  5696O). 

Ambulance  Services. 


The  County  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Rational  Health 
Service  Act,  1946?  has  the  duty  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  available 
where  necessary  to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in 
their  area  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area. 

The  stations  and  ambulances  are  linked  by  radio  control,  which  ensures 
a  quicker  and  more  efficient  service  in  accident  or  emergency  cases.  All 
emergency  calls  along  our  common  boundary  with  the  Kent  County  Council  are 
covered  by  the  nearest  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  the  emergency. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted 
from  doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases 
of  accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  directly  from 
members  of  the  public.
